The night club gig led to televi¬ 
sion commercial work "I did 21 na¬ 
tional commercials my first year." 
That number eventually grew to 100 
national commercials for products 


7-Up with fighter Sugar Ray 
Leonard, McDonald's, Lucky 
Charms, and Coco Puffs cereal. "1 
was like the General Mills kid car¬ 
toon voice," he says. Some of his 
commericals even won Clio Awards. 

Commercials led to other TV 
work in shows such as Charles in 
Charge, T he Equalter, T he ’Mlight Zone, 
Tales from the Dark Side, and filter 
School Specials. 

J.D. learned alot about showbiz 
from those projects, but he learned 
something he will never forget 
when he travelled to South Africa to 
do a Disney mini-series, Children's Is¬ 
land. "South Africa, that was an eye 
opener! I lived in an environment of 
blatant racial prejudice. I was 14 
and I never saw anything like that 
before. 1 never knew I could feel 
that angry. Later on I realized it was 
like the U.S. in the 50's and 60's. 
That experience brought home the 
history of slavery and the predica¬ 
ments facing black people. 1 learned 
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more from living there than I ever 
could by reading a book" 

Eventually J.D. landed the Fun 
House job that made him famous. Al¬ 
though the show wasn’t renewed by 
Fox, last summer J.D. took the Fun 
House concept on the road for the 
third year in a row 
a 22-city tour 
f called "I.D. Roth's 
f Let's Get Messy 
1 Tbur." The tour 
1 stopped at theme 
J parks across America 
I where J.D. and his 
J gang got kids in the 
1 audience to partidpate 
J in all their favorite Fun 
j House stunts. "It was 
J wild! There were five to 
1 ten thousand kids at ev- 
f eryshow!" 

How does ].D. feel 
I about the dear departed 
Fun House? 'The summer tour shows 
that Fun House is still highly rated It 
should never have ended!" 

J.D. is a guy who speaks his 
mind, and that applies to video 
gameplaying, too. Here's what he 
says about his ultimate, favorite 
game Tetris. "1 crave a game of 
Tetris at certain times of the day, I 
play the Game Boy version constant¬ 
ly. 1 even find myself envisioning 
Tetris pieces around objects on the 
street. You might think I’m fanatical 
about Tetris. You might even think 
I'm crazy. If you do, then you've obvi¬ 
ously never played the game. Its a 
hue contest of skill and advanced 
planning. My high score is 304,000.1 
know that isn't world dass, but 1 
think its pretty competitive." 

When J.D.'s through Tetrisizing, 
he likes to log mucho arcade driving 
time.

"During the show's fifth season, ■ 
we taped our 100th episode," says 1 
David. 'The best part was starting 1 
as a small, unpopular show on the 1 
Fox Television Network and watch¬ 
ing it grow into a big prime-time 
success. For the first two years, no¬ 
body ever heard of Married With Chil¬ 
dren nor knew who 1 was. The 
show's success is due mainly to 
word of mouth. 1 really never 
thought that the show would be¬ 
come so popular. I know when I 
started working on the show, the 
Fox Television Network was small 
and very new, and I hardly ever 
watched it.” 

David's acting career was 
launched when he was three 
months old. "1 played Lily Tomlin as 
a baby. That's right, my first role was 
playing a baby girl. Of course, 1 
don't actually remember it, howev¬ 
er." As David got older, he began 
making appearances on shows like 
The L me Boat and Fantasy island. 

'When 1 see an older episode of 
Married With Children, all 1 think is 
What a geek!' because my voice 
was high and 1 looked much 



__ younger. 

Over the years, my character 
on Married With Children has 
changed. He's trying to become 
more studley and get more girls. 
He's starting to grow up and be 
nothing like his father Al. 1 think 
Bud will always be sort of a con- 
artist. I’d like to see the writers give 
Bud a girlfriend on the show. He re¬ 
ally needs one," says David, who in 
real-life has a steady girlfriend. 

For David, the hardest part of 
starring on Marred With Children is 
dealing with some fans' disappoint¬ 
ment when they meet him in real- 
life, and discover he is not like his 
character. "People expect me to be 
just like Bud. I don't think I'm like 
my character at all. I think I'm at 
least a little cooler than Bud.” One 
of David's favorite episodes from 
the fifth season of Married With Cfi- 
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dm was when Al turned into The 
Godfather because Kelly started dat¬ 
ing the Mayor. "Married With Children 
is really a different kind of show 
which 1 think appeals to married 
couples who can relate to the 
show, and to the college kids who 
gather in their dorm buildings on 
Sundays to watch the show." 

When not working, David en¬ 
joys spending time with his girl¬ 
friend and going to the movies. 
"At night 1 go to the movies 
with friends, but during the 
day, when Married With Children 
is on hiatus, I often go to the 
movies by myself, so 1 can 
just sit, watch the movie and 
enjoy it. One of my favorite movies 
that I've seen recently was Good Fellas. 
1 saw it more than ten times and 
thought it was great." 

In addition to Marriaf With CM- 
drrn, David spent the summer of 
1990 filming a movie in Georgia. "It 
was a serious drama about racism 
in the South. There is nothing funny 
about this movie. I thought it was a 
great experience for me, because 1 
wanted to demonstrate that 1 can 
perform serious roles. The movie 
aired first on The Disney Channel 
and later on ABC-TV as a Movie of 
the Week." 

According to David, 'The most 
memorable moment in my career 
was the day 1 got Marriaf With Chil¬ 
dren. If I hadn't gotten the role, I 
don't know what I’d be doing today. 

I just thank God that 1 have a 
steady job on a great show. In the 
future, I hope to do additional 


movies, and have begun going on 
auditions so 1 can work during my 
next hiatus from the series.” 

Michael Faustino was inspired 
by watching his older brother's 
(David) acting career skyrocket and 
decided to give it a try. "Our oldest 
brother Randy really started acting 
in commercials before both David 
and L My older sister also gave act¬ 
ing a try, but both Randy and my 
sister gave it up as they got older,” 
explains Michael, who has ap¬ 
peared in several movies. 

In Suburban G 
Michael had the op 
with WWF Wrestler 
"He’s huge, but ht

"Sweet" Lou Dunbar 

For over sixty-five years, the Harlem 
Globetrotters have been enter¬ 
taining people all over 
the world as they per¬ 
form their unique tal¬ 
ents which combine the 
competitive sport of pro¬ 
fessional basketball with 
their outrageous and 
taining antics on the court. 

Dubbed as America's bas¬ 
ketball ambassadors to the 
world, the Harlem Globetrot¬ 
ters have performed for mil¬ 
lions of people in over 110 
countries and in every state in 
the United States. 

Having been a member of 
the Harlem Globetrotters since 
1978, “Sweet" Lou Dunbar has not 
only become the team's center, but 
during their 65th Anniversary World 
Tour, he held the famous role of 
'Court Jester.' 

“1 was in Los Angeles playing in 
the Summer Pro League when some 
people from the Globetrotters invit¬ 
ed me to training camp. The first 
time 1 saw the Globetrotters per¬ 
form, I was nine years old. The most 
exciting thing about being a Globe¬ 
trotter is being able to see the world 
while playing a sport which I love. 
The final result of our work is that 
we make people happy wherever we 
go. I am proud to follow in the foot¬ 
steps of many famous Globetrot¬ 
ters," says Sweet Lou. 

For Sweet Lou, the hardest part 
about being a Globetrotter is the 


a lot of training involved. When 
we’re in training camp, we practice 
bastketball for at least six hours per 
day. It’s hard work to perfect moves 
like the lump Shot, which is my fa¬ 
vorite move on the court" 

After spending well over a 
dozen years as a Globetrotter, 

Sweet Lou plans on spending at 
least another three or four years on 
the team. After that, he hopes to 
work directly with kids. "1 don't 
think I have had the most 
memorable moment in my 
career yet. Probably, when I 


constant traveling 
for up to nine months 
of every year. "People see the 
glamorous part of being a Globe¬ 
trotter when they see us perform, 
but they don’t know how much 
hard work and traveling goes into it 
We perform seven days per week, 
sometimes two shows per day. 

Each day, we're in a different city. I 
get very tired, but as soon as 1 see 
the crowds, 1 get pumped up!" 

While watching the Globetrot¬ 
ters is very entertaining because of 
the comedy which is incorporated 
into the game, every member of the 
Harlem Globetrotters is an accom¬

Sandra "Sweetness" Hodge 

Sandra “Sweetness" Hodge is 
unique to the Harlem Globetrotters 
in that she is one of two females 
currently on the team, and only the 
third female to become a Globe¬ 
trotter in the team’s history. Tve 
been a Globetrotter since 1987, al¬ 
though I first auditioned for the 
team in 1985, when they were se¬ 
lecting the very first female player. 
During the time I've been with the 
team, I have learned that teens face 
a lot of problems, and that as 
members of the Harlem Globetrot¬ 
ters, we can help fight those prob¬ 
lems. Before joining the Globetrot¬ 
ters, 1 was playing basketball in 
Europe,” says Sandra. “My inten¬ 
tions were not to be a Globetrotter 
necessarily, but to be a professional 


basketball player. Being a member 
of the Harlem Globetrotters is the 
only opportunity for a female to 
play professional basketball here in 
America." 

In addition to being pro basket¬ 
ball players, Sandra explains that 
every member of the team is also 
an entertainer. “The goal of the 
Harlem Globetrotters is to enter¬ 
tain people, although we are very 
serious athletes who are very com¬ 
petitive. Having toured all over the 
world, I have learned to thank God 
that 1 live here in America. Early in 
my career as a Globetrotter, we 
traveled to South America which 
was very educational. 1 really 
learned to appreciate living here in 


stronger, and bigger," says Sandra. 
"Eveiy member of the team has 
their own style for warming up be¬ 
fore a game. It's sometimes difficult 
to motivate ourselves before a 
game, especially when we're very 
tired from traveling or when we 
have to play more than one game 
in a day. We all reach deep inside 
and become extremely motivated 
as soon as we hit the court." 

One of Sandra's 
main goals in life is 
to teach young peo¬ 
ple that taking drugs 
is dangerous, it's a 
matter of giving back to 
people some of the 
good fortune which 1 have 
received. Playing basketball 
is wonderful, but I can’t do 
this for the rest of my life. I 
needed a good education to 
fall back on. I set tough goals 
for myself and do everything 1 
possible can to achieve them." 

In the future, Sandra hopes to 
coach young people in basketball 
and to open a youth center. She is 
also hoping to take part in the 1992 
Olympics, and she is doing her best 
to make the Olympic basketball 
team, in seventh grade, 1 didn’t 
make the girls basketball team and 
I almost gave up. The coach for the 
team changed my schedule in the 
eighth grade, so I would try out 
again, and 1 made it. I learned that 
you can never give up and I'm proof 
that if you stick with something that 
you want, you an achieve your 
dreams. The key is to dream big 
and work hard. ♦ 


America. There is a lot of poverty in 
Third World countries and we take 
things like supermarkets for grant¬ 
ed. I was in awe when 1 saw the 
market place in Santa Domingo." 

Like Sweet Lou, Sandra agrees 
that the travel is one of the most dif¬ 
ficult aspects of being a Globetrotter. 


The traveling is difficult, but for me, 
playing basketball is a piece of cake. 
Israel and China were interesting 
and exciting places to travel, and I 
also liked seeing Russia and Aus¬ 
tralia. I've seen the world. I've been 
fortunate to be able to travel every¬ 
where, beause 1 am a Globetrotter.” 

Being one of the only two 
woman currently on the team does 
not bother Sandra. “When I signed 
my contract, 1 became a Globetrot¬ 
ter, just like everyone else on the 
team. We all get along. The guys 
are like ten big brothers to me. On 
the court, I'm an athlete and 1 am 
treated exactly like everyone else. I 
have to work extra hard, beause 
many of the players are faster, 
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T ihe excitement of watching 
the Harlem Globetrotters 
has been captured by 
GameTek on a game cartridge for 
the Nintendo Entertainment Sys¬ 
tem. Before the game was released, 
members of the Globetrotters were 
given a prototype of the game to 
play on their tour bus. Tvo of the 
first real-life Globetrotters to com¬ 
pete against the video game were 
"Sweet" Lou Dunbar and Sandra 
"Sweetness" Hodge. After playing 
the game individually against the 
computer, the two players went 
head-to-head against each other, 
and discovered that even in the 
video game, their basketball playing 
abilites are similar. Their final score 
was 122 (Sweet Lou) to 121 (San¬ 
dra Hodge). 

There are a lot of trick passes 
and trick shots in the game. I know 
we have not discovered all of them 
yet. The Globetrotters in the game 
can do many of the tricks we per¬ 


form in real life. Aside from the 
tricks which the Globetrotters are 
known for, the Hariem Globetrot¬ 
ters video game is very similar to 
other NES basketball games, but 
more fun," explains Sweet Lou. "If 
you play against the computer, 
watch out because its tough.” Not 
even Sweet Lou was able to beat 
the computer. "Give me some time, 
I know I can de- 


1 had a lot more fun playing the 
video game against the other real 
life Globetrotters, including Sandra 
Hodge and Tyrone "Hollywood” 
Brown. The only move I haven’t 
seen yet in the video game is a 
hook shot." 

Overall, Sweet Lou thought the 
graphics and sound effects of the 


Hariem Globetrotters video game 
were good. "I think a strong de¬ 
fense is the key to playing the 
video game well. In certain 
spots in the game, the other 
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team seems to be able to get the ball 
from the Globetrotters. The game has 
several levels. 1 strongly recommend 
playing on the Rookie level until you 
get wanned up and ready for real 
competition, especially if you're play¬ 
ing against the computer" 

One of Sweet Lou’s favorite 
parts of the Hariem Globetrotters 
video game was the Magic Circle at 
the beginning. "Just like in real life, 
the players roll the ball to each oth¬ 
er performing trick passes. We got a 
real laugh out of playing the game.” 


Sandra believes that the 
Hariem Globetrotters game is a lot 
like Double Dribble, but the 

Harlem Globetrotters offers the 
ability to perform trick shots and 
fancy passes. ‘The game is very ex¬ 
citing," says Sandra. "The game can 
be very realistic, but you have to 
learn how to really play the game 
and perform the trick shots. Just like 
in real life basketball, you have to 
practice playing the video game to 
really become good. When you play 
against the computer, you really 


don’t know what to expect. I know 1 
could not beat the computer, but it 
was fun to try. When 1 played 
against Sweet Lou, I used trick 
shots throughout the entire game. 1 
can't wait to get my own copy of 
the game. 

Sandra says that she too could 
not beat the video game. "I don't 
think any of the real life Globetrot¬ 
ters were able to win, but I'm sure 
with practice, we will.” 

Whether you're a basketball fa¬ 
natic or someone who just wants to 
have a good time, playing the 
Hariem Globetrotters video game 
offers hours of non-stop excitement, 
but nothing compares to seeing 
the world-famous Globetrotters 
in person. ♦
